It was adopted In princtple bV tba forty- 
four ntatea cornpoeing the second Hague 
conference (1907), was indorsed by the In- 
stitute of International Law (1912), and 
sincp 1S07 ban received the hearty support 
of all the-leading powers, includtne Great 
Britain, ana' Germany. It has boen ex- 
haustively studied at four annual con- 
ferences of. the American Society For Ju- 
oicial Settlement of International Disputes 
ar.fi by foreign jTovernrnomK and publi- 
cists. The suggestion, has also met. with 
the approval of state legislatures in the 
United States, of leading chambers of 
commerce and of representative rellgtoua 
bodies. Indeed, it la approved by thought- 
ful men everywhere. 


Practical men dislike to go on talking 
about projecto when their desirability and 
practicability have been demonstrated. 
Th«y insist i^jion se«Ine th*m realized, 
Th« project of the court in a mature proj- 
ect. The time has come to take positive 
action looking toward Its prompt estab- 
lishment at th» right moment.
